MIOLAND Marches On! 

His victory in the $50,000-added 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap last 
Saturday was a superb exhibition of 
the highest qualities of the thorough- 
bred race-horse. 

Assuming a burden of 130 lbs and 
giving much weight to all his fifteen 
competitors, he raced Bay View, the 
gelding that a week before’ had 
beaten him by a head in the $100,- 
000 Santa Anita Handicap into sub- 
mission by the time a mile had been 
covered and then kept on to win go- 
ing away by three lengths from 
Gen'l Manager, to whom he conced- 
ed 23 Ibs. 

He ran the mile and a-half in 
2:29 1-5, a new track record, and 
by his victory ran his season's win- 
nings up around the $100,000 mark. 
He had previously since January 
lst started 5 times, won 3 and earn- 
ed $47,460. To the close of 1940 
Mioland had won just over $100,000, 
the exact figures being $100,930, of 
which $98,570 was accredited to him 
as a 3-year-old in 1940. 

In consequence he is now hover- 
ing around the $200,000 mark, with 
every indication of soaring far above 
it before the season closes. 

“More Howard luck!” is the gen- 
eral cry among the ‘‘regulars.’’ For 
this remarkable colt is owned by Mr. 
Oharles S. Howard, of San Francisco, 
also the owner of the money-winning 
champion Seabiscuit ($437,730) and 
*Kayak 2d, who has earned $212,-

“wouldn't do,’’ he was ‘‘weeded out” 
and Mr. Howard bought him off the 
pargain counter for about $7,500. 

*Kayak 2d was bred in the Argen- 
tine and one of a shipment brought 
up here from South America untried, 
he being then a 2-year-old. There 
were numerous others in the lot, 
put Kayak was the one that Mr. 
Howard froze to. 

As for Mioland, as is well known, 
he was bred in Oregon, by Mr. H. 
W. Ray, who has a small stud at 
Hillsboro, that state, which he calls 
the Hawthorne Stud. Some years ago 
he imported to head it the German 
stallion Mio d’Arezzo, for which he 
paid but a small price, the horse 
coming from a male line that years 
ago was excluded from all fashion- 
able (and other) breeding operat- 
ions in England, France, and Amer- 
ica. 

Among the mares Mr. Ray collect- 
ed to breed to Mio o’Arezzo was one 
called Iolanda, who was bred by the 
late John Sanford, of the well known 
racing family of Amsterdam, N. Y. 
She was by Vespasian, English-bred 
he by *Stefan the Great, an English 
horse that had been imported into 
this country with much beating of 
drums as a bound-to-be great sire, 
but that had failed of expectations 
and been sent back to England after 
a thorough try-out here. Her dam, 
and the grandam of Mioland, was 
the English mare Jocasta, by 
Buchan. About twenty years ago 
Buchan was one of the most fashion- 
able stallions in England, but he 
fell far short of being a great sire 
and his blood is no longer highly 
esteemed. 

Tolanda, then an unnamed filly, 
was sold at auction as a yearling at 
Saratoga, for $1,600. She never got 
to the post, was sold and bred at 
three, then resold, went to Califor- 
nia, and was there bought by Mr. 
Ray, it is said for a few hundred 
dollars. He first bred her to *Mio 
d’Arezzo in 1935 and she produced 
a colt called The Cleaver of which 
80 little was thought that he was 
gelded and has been raced extensive- 
ly at minor meetings on the Pacific 
Coast, where the has proved a very 
lowly selling-plater. 

Bred back to *MIo d’Arezzo in 
1936, in 1937 Jolanda produced 
Mioland. He came out in Mr. Ray’s 
Stable as a 2-year-old when he show- 
ed very nicely along the Coast, win- 
ning 3 of his 5 starts, one of them 
a stake event. This was at a_ mile 
and the manner in which he won it 
indicated that he was a stayer. 

Mr. Ray accordingly staked him 
quite extensively at Santa Anita and 
elsewhere as a 3-year-old in 1940. 
In one of his preliminary races there 
he won at a mile in 1:38 in such 
style that Mr. Howard’s attention 
was attracted and he bought him a 
few days later for $15,000. And, to 
use the popular phrase, ‘“‘the rest is 
history,” 

Now, the talk about ‘Howard 
luck” seems to the writer extremely

was still able to get in at 139. 

Jockey Meyer, who had ridden 
Paul B for the first time in the Gran 
Nacional when he banged him home 
third back of Quakerstreet and Far- 
ragut, again had the mount on the 
6-year-old gelding and, as they went 
away from the post, he sent his 
charge into contention right away 
back of the pacemaker, who was F. 
D. Adams’ Phantom Lee. Settling 
him back after the first three fences, 
however, he permitted Frock Coat, 
142, and Rancho San _ Vicente’s 
Cuchillo, 142, to force the pace for 
much of the way. The 8rd fence took 
its toll, for it was here that Coytt 
Wilson’s Flaming Petee, 144, got in- 
to trouble and went down with color- 
ed Jockey Corum. 

At the 6th fence, the topweighted 
Shawnigan was likewise eliminated 
from contention, as he made a bad 
bobble and unseated Jockey Fillin- 
game. Then, three fences farther on, 
tragedy took command, as Cuchillo 
went down in a smashing fall that 
resulted in a broken leg for the 5- 
year-old son of Wildair—Las Moncas. 
Again at the 11th, the pacemaking 
Phantom Lee, 137, suddenly over- 
jumped himself and went down, im- 
mediately after which J. L. Hahin’s 
Black Heather, 137, a first-time 
starter, fell at the same fence. 


From the moment Phantom Lee 
went down, Paul B, who had mean- 
while worked his way up again into 
second position, went into command 
and from then on, as Jockey Mayer 
let him step along boldly in front of 
the field, he was never seriously 
menaced. Jumping the final fences 
with capable precision, Paul B con- 
tinued to increase his lead steadily 
and when he came down the streach 
drive, it was clearly his race by a 
considerable margin. Walter B, who 
had suddeny come stoutly in the last 
half mile, claimed the place by two 
lengths, while Brown Haze managed 
to close an equal distance before 
Frock Coat. The favored Glazen- 
wood would more than likely have 
proven the ‘fone to beat’’, had it not 
been that his rider lost a stirrup just 
as he was moving up into a challeng- 
ing position in the late stages. As a 
result of this bit of bad luck, Glazen- 
wood finished some ten lengths be- 
hind Frock Coat, though his rider 
was still able to get him in ahead of 
H. Dunster’s Bedford Drive, 135, 
who so lived up to his being the 
longest shot in the field as to be the 
last horse to finish.

FOR THE HONOR OF THE HUNT 





For the honor of the hunt is an interesting phrase, for the hunt is the 
symbol of all that is fine, courageous, sporting in a sporting man’s life. The 
hunt means the hounds, it means the horses, it means a huntsman whose 
devotion to his hounds has taken him over every obstacle, whose patience has 
continually provided sport, it means the master who runs the hunt, the 
whips, the friends who follow it, it means a whole host of association, of 
memories, of great days, of long runs that try the best. It means that game 
fellow out front who with a flick of his brush defies death for the sheer 
bravado of a game of one man against the field. 

Into this pattern there has been woven this spring another note that adds 
one more vivid color to the kaleidoscope that is the life of the hunt, a new 
contest for the honor of the hunt Named for a sportsman who won in his 
life time every steeplechase in every meeting all over the country, Raymond 
Belmont, the Raymond Belmont Memorial National Hunter Championship 
Steeplechase has been appropriately designated. In the Belmont Steeplechase 
lie all of the glory, all the fun of riding a hunting line, all the speed of a fast 
burst, all of the competition which is as much a part and parcel of every hunt, 
all this magnified a hundred fold, for now it is the hunt for whom the riders 
It is this that 


has caught the imagination of the sporting man more than any other single 


enter their horses, it is the hunt for whom they seek acclaim 


feature as hunts continue to send in their $10.00 subscriptions from Maine 
to Carolina that entitle them to enter a horse and to provide the $1,000 purse 
to go to the panelling fund of the winner, and the 10% which will go to the 
Hunt Servants Benefit Fund. The cause is certainly a worthy one, the purpose 
to provide an old-fashioned hunt meeting race for amateur riders which was 
the start of timber racing in this country. The attraction of this race for 
real foxhunting owners lies in a course to qualify the horse, for it is a hunt- 
er course, as twisting, as demanding, as long and as natural as that required 
of a good hunter on a fast burst with hounds. It is as if a fox was twisting 
and turning on Middleburg’s Glenwood course as now laid out by a commit- 
tee who realized what timber racing needed and set about to provide it, a 
course which demands the proper hunter and not the converted flat horse 
who expects to brush through. 

To ride the National Hunter Champion is truly a goal and the method by 
which each hunt selects its horses is worthy of emulation for not even the 
master can say the horse is really a bona fide hunter. The members of the 
hunt themselves select their real hunters to go to the course and if a hunt 
misrepresents its animal and fails to send a really bona fide hunter type, 
the course will prove its error and the hunt will be wrong. Four miles 
is good distance and if the day should chance to be warm, as many an April 
day is, riders will find the 4 miles long enough to test stamina as well as 
speed. The weight of 185 pounds also is fair, for it is what the average man 
rides at in the hunting field. 
There are no wings on some jumps, there are turns, and there are sensible 


This weight will likewise tend to slow the pace

The Maryland is the acme of all timber racing. It requires the chosen 
few, and The Raymond Belmont Memorial National Hunter Championship 
Steeplechase should be in truth the proving grounds, the grist from which 
the grain is ground, the reason for maintaining timber racing today, so that 
the amateur rider can help the sport that belongs to him by riding its races 
as well as supporting its purses. .

The “Snow Day” hunt, so well described by Jim Cooley as ‘‘the best day 
of his life’, which took place at Millbrook, New York, on November 19th, 
1914, is also unique; and because of that quality, it holds a place apart in my 





‘gf memory of bygone days. But the story of that hunt has often been told by 
a me, as well as by others, and although, as I say, it was unique, I am by no 
Mv, means sure that it ranks above several others of which my recollection is 
—** very vivid.

= one over the rough country near Sudbury, Massachusetts, when hounds ran

defend their homes; one in Maryland some five years later; and two in Eng 


land, in the Cattistock country, where the foxhunting farmers of Dorsetshire 
in their black coats and velvet caps, sometimes show the smartly turned-out 
visitor from the Shires the way across their native banks. It is quite impo 
sible for me to compare these four days, each of which was brought to a sat- 
isfactory and happy conclusion for hounds, if not for the fox. In the first 
place they cover a period of twenty-six years, and a man’s point of view 
undergoes many changes in that time In the second place the countries 
hunted over were very different, and though the hounds were much the same 
ys, in the first two instances, the second two hunts were behind a different pack 
>ur in a different country, and I at that time took a far more critical view of 
ie venery than in my earlier days. 
, mi Let me try to tell the story of those four hunts as my memory serves 


me, eked out with some excerpts from my Diary which was written at the 
time. Then, let the reader judge for himself which was the best day; for I 
do not know. 


It was on Wednesday, December 11th, 1912, that my kennel huntsman, 
Charles Morris, rang me up from his cottage with the news that Will Thomp 
son, the huntsman to the Brandywine Hounds, near Philadelphia, had turned 
up that morning to see the draft which I had for sale. 

“I told him we were going out hunting, this morning, Sir; and that he 
had better come along and see hounds at work. I can lend him some clothe 
and we'll put him on ‘St. Patrick’, if that’s satisfactory to you, Sir.” 

“Very good,” I said, ‘I want the doghounds this morning. We'll go at 
ten o’clock.”’ 

Perhaps I had better say in explanation that, at that time, I had my own 
pack,—the Middlesex, 
The pack in those days was in every sense a private one, and I went out when 


kenneled on my estate near Lincoln, Massachusetts 


and where I chose, notifying those of my neighbours who cared to come with 
me. As a rule, we have snow on the ground in December in New England 
and the going is apt to be pretty hard; but it had been an open winter, and 
though the day in question was overcast and raw, the going under foot was 
perfectly good. Quarter after ten found us drawing the Adams Wood, half 
amile from my kennels. I was hunting hounds myself and I well remember 
going along the ride which followed the top of the bluff above the Sudbury

River, watching my hounds drawing the marshes on its edge 
found a fox, and we had a short hunt of perhaps a couple of miles before 
marking it to ground in Farrar’s Pond covert near the Sudbury road. It was 
not a very satisfactory morning; we found again in Kelly’s Wood and ran 
on through Burnett’s, but we lost our fox on the Bent Farm, behind Sud- 
bury village, and no huntsman likes to let his fox go unaccounted for, par 
I liked Will Thompson as a man, and I 
admired him very much as a huntsman, and I wanted to give him a good day

With this second venture, and I told Morris that I thought we had better try 
Moore’s Hill.
